AT MONDAY’S PRESS CONFERENCE 


Miller Says He Will Not Allow One Courthouse Vote By People 


Senator Wallace Miller re- 
acted to last week’s action of 
the Elba Grand Jury by calling 
a press conference Tuesday 
morning and presenting a len- 
thy survey, report and position 
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statement to the news media. 
The combined reports and 
statements covered. 34 typé 
written pages plus an outline 
sheet. These included Depart- 
ment of Court Management re- 


ee 


ports on the conditions of the 
courtrooms and related offices, 
an 18 page study Miller said 
was done by the University of 
Alabama on courthouse sys- 
tems, the prepared statement 
by Senator Miller and then a 
‘fact sheet and recommenda- 
tions by Senator Miller to Pro- 
bate Judge and County Commis- 
sion of Coffee County’. 

Miller first read his state- 
ment thanking the press for 
attending and also thanking the 
Grand Jury for their thoughts 
and concern. He stated that 
his reason for not passing the 
bill introduced in the Legis- 
lature last year by Represen- 
tative Jimmy Holley, allowng 
a vote on the one courthouse in 
New Brockton or the dues sys- 
tem we now have, as ‘‘simply 
that I felt the people of our 
county should have more facts 
before bringing about a climate 
or confusion and discord!"’

Official Gets 
Charged With 


Night Hunting 


Richard Fleming, Enter- 
prise City Councilman and 
Police Commissioner, was 
arrested this week on Geneva 
County warrants and charged 
with night hunting, hunting on 
posted land and resisting ar- 
rest, according to a spokesman 
for the Alabama Department of 
Conservation. The offense 
reportedly occurred in the sand 
pit area near Bellwood in Gen- 
eva County. 

Filing the charges was Con- 
servation Officer 1, Richard 
Mowbray of Hartford. Report- 
edly the resisting arrest charge 
was added after Fleming phy- 
sically resisted attempts to 
arrest him at the scene of the 
hunt. 

The arrest was reportedly 
made at the Coffee County 
Sheriff's office in Enterprise 
where Fleming’s truck had been 
taken by Conservation officers. 
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Miller noted that he had 
publically stated that a study 
would be made concerning the 
courthouse situation. He pre- 
sented copies of this report to 
the news media and referred 
to it throughout the press con- 
ference. He noted that from 
the study it was apparent to 
him that ‘‘the facilities we 
have at present are not large 
enough to accomodate the pu- 
blic or officials and also are 
expensive to maintain,” 

A new courthouse to serve 
all of Coffee County would cost 
from $4 to $5 million, accord- 
ing Miller. He said that the 
people of Coffee County didn’t 
want the additional taxes nec- 
essary to repay that kind of 
money. 

He further estimated that 
the Elba courthouse could be 
remodeled for about $250,000, 
and further stated, ‘Il am in 
favor of building a new court- 


house in Enterprise or reno- 
vating and adding on to the pre- 
sent courthouse Miller esti- 
mated a new courthouse ‘‘on 
the by-pass"’ could be built for 
one and one half million dol- 
lars or the present one rebuilt 
for less than one half million 
dollars. He also expressed 
an opinion that by remodeling 
both courthouses, no addition- 
al taxes would be necessary 
The much discussed new jail 
for Coffee County is not included 
in the plans or estimated cost 
figures used by Sen. Miller 
He predicted an adequate jail 
would cost about $1 million. 
Miller said that ‘‘any fe- 
eral funds from what | can 
find out would be out of the 
question,’’ when talking about 
the one courthouse, however, 
in the sama paragraph, he re- 
ferred to remodeling the El- 
ba building and construction of 
a new one in Enterprise and

The historical significance 
of the Elba courthouse and the 
needs of the people were con- 
tinually stressed by Sen. Mil- 
ler in the meeting. When mem- 
bers of the press continued 
to press him for an explana- 
tion for not allowing the people 
to vote on the matter, he said 
on several occasions, ‘‘I have 
already answered that and will 
not answer it again.”’ 

The four page facts and 
recommendations to the com- 
missioners suggested borrow- 
ing $250,000 to remodel the 
Elba courthouse and maybe 
$500,000 to remodel the Enter- 
prise courthouse, and that 
payments on this would be 
$5015 a month or 25% of the 
cost of building a $3 million 
building. He noted again that 
the commissioners might ra- 
ther build a new building on 
the northern outskirts of En-

Commission Hears Rural 
Fire Proposal For County 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, November 28, at the 
Courthouse in Enterprise, and 
agreed to study a proposed plan 
that would provide fire protec- 
tion to the rural communities 
in the county. 


Mr. Walter Vest, from the 
State Forestry Department, in- 
formed the Commission that 
Coffee County was the only 
county in the state that was not 
participating in the rural fire 
protection program. 


“There are 337 rural fire 
departments in operation inthe 


state of Alabama,’’ said Vest, 


‘‘and over 80% of them are 
running smoothly.’’ 

Vest told the commission 
that the Federal Government 
loans surplus equipment to the 
state, and the state then turns 
it over to the rural commu- 
nities. 

‘It is expensive to start the 
program,’’ stated Vest, ‘‘be- 
cause all we give the commu- 
nities are bare trucks. Th 
residents of the community 
must then raise enough money 
to convert the truck into an 
operating fire truck.’’ 

The community must pay 
from $2000 to $3000 to con- 
vert the truck, and must then 
carry liability insurance on 
the vehicle. The residents 
must be willing to give their 
time in fighting fires, and they 
have to go through a training 
process. 

“The state will train the 
residents in  fire-fighting,’’ 
added Vest, ‘‘but they must pay 
the insurance and keep the truck 
in good condition.”’ 

The Commission made it 
clear that it wants no responsi- 
bility in operating the program, 
and that it does not want to be 
responsible for the vehicle. 

Commissioner Gilmer 


Grant spoke in favor of the 
program and told the Com- 
mission of the fine job being 
done by rural fire depart- 
ments in Pike County. Grant 
added that he felt there was 
a need for such a program 
in Coffee County. 

When asked if the rural 
communities were interested 
in the program, Forest Ran- 
ger Wayne Roberts reported 
he had received requests from 
Curtis, Mt. Pleasant, Damas- 
cus, New Hope, Zion Chapel, 
Bethany and Goodman, all voic- 
ing a positive reaction to the 
plan, 

Mr. Vest informed the com- 
mission he would contact other 
counties and find out how the 
rural fire protection program 
is working statewide. The 
commission agreed to discuss 
the matter again when the 
ee information is avail- 
able. 


The meeting began at 10 
o'clock with all members pre- 
sent. 

The County Commission 
consists of Probate Judge 
James L. Sawyer, and Com- 
missioners Don Smith, Bennie 
Beckham, Max Reeves, Gilmer 
Grant, Jack Hornsby and Rex 
Boutwell. 


The meeting’s first order ing 


of business was to open bids 
on radio equipment for the 
District Attorney's office. The 
only bid received came from 
Motorala, which was $3775.98 
for 3 mobile radio units. The 
Commission accepted the bid 
subject to the approval of 
District Attorney Lewey 
Stephens. 


Two bids were receivéd for 
rural garbage pickup, and both 
bids were rejected before being 
opened. The unopened bids 
were returned to the bidders. 


The Commission reported it 
rejected the bids because it 
wished to renegotiate a total 
franchise operation which 
would relieve the county of 
any responsibility. The ori- 
ginal bid contract stated the 
county would compensate the 
collector for losses encount- 
ered due to a lack of partici- 
pation. 

Probate Judge James  L. 
Sawyer emphasized, “We're 
trying to make the program 
totally. self-sufficient.’ The 
Commission voted to re- 
advertise for bids.

mission: 

***Received a letter from Ron 
Smith informing them that a 
Food Stamp employee was 
being transferred to the Pen- 
sions and Security Dept. (This 
will lower the county’s expense 
in the Food Stamp program); 
***Issued letters of recogni- 
tion to the Enterprise March- 
ing Band for its excellent per- 
formances in marching contest, 
and to Mrs. Faye Carter for 
her hard work concerning the 
driving academy; 

***Was informed the county 
had finally received its gaso- 
line tax money from the state 
(which was 3 weeks late); 
**Was told of a Revenue Shar- 
Seminar to be held in At- 
lanta in February; 

***Failed to act on a request 
for a raise in salary for Mary 
Lunsford, employed by the 
County Civil Defense Depart- 
ment; 

***aAgreed to make the final 
payment of $1209.14 for work 
_ on the Weeks Bridge pro- 
ect; 

***Voted to re-advertise for 
bids on pipe tobe used for the 
next six months; and 

***Agreed to award the con- 
tracts for the updating of tax 
records as soon as possible.

“She always whistled when 
she worked, it never failed.

Decorative lights 
should be purchased wisely and 
used correctly. Underwriters 
Laboratories Inc. (UL) sug- 
gests that you supplement the 
yuletide spirit with close at- 
tention to the following safety 
measures, 

e When arranging lights for 
your Christmas tree, be sure 
not to overload the electrical 
circuits in your home, Wires 
that carry more current than 
they're supposed to handle 
may overheat and cause a fire 
Do not use more than the 
manufacturer's recommended 
number of lights in one circuit 


e Before plugging in your 
lights, inspect all wiring insu- 
lation for signs of deterioration. 


@ Check each set of lights 
for broken or cracked sockets, 
frayed or bare wires, or loose 
connections, Unsafe equipment 
should be discarded immedi- 
ately. 


e Always turn off decorative 
lights when you retire or leave 
your home. A short circuit in 
this equipment could cause a 
fire.

ANNUAL REP 


A Soil Conservation District is a legal subdivision of the 
State of Alabama, and operates under a certificate of in- 
corporation granted by the Secretary of State. It is governed 
bya Board of Supervisors, consisting of five members, who 
are appointed by the State Soil and Water Conservation 
Committee. 

It is the responsibility of the Board of Supervisors to see 
that an adequate soil, water, and resource conservation 
program is carried out in Coffee County. In order to carry out 
this program, they must request cooperation from all local, 
state and federal groups and agencies that can contribute 
funds, personnal, and other assistance. 

District Supervisors receive no salary and no federal 
funds. Their travel expenses are paid by the State of Alabma 
when they attend meetings to plan and promote the District 
program in the County and State, 


The Coffee County Soil & Water Conservation District was 
organized in 1959. Prior to that time, Coffee County had beer 
part of the six-county Wiregrass Soil Conservation District 
Thus, we have just completed our eighteenth-year of 
operation as a single-county District. 

Acknowledgements 

The accomplishments of all agencies, organizations, and 
private landowners contributing to the conservation of our 
natural resources in Coffee County are all too great to be 
listed in this report, but you are all respected by your fellow 
human beings for your progress in this area. 

Assistance Available 

Soil Conservation Service technicians assigned to the 
District are specially trained and experienced in techniques 
of conservation.

LAW ENFORCEMENT IS 
EVERYBODY'S BUSINESS 


You And Your 
Telephone

Since 1876 the telephone 
has served as one of the most 
important deterrents to crim- 
inal activity ever con- 
ceived, with two-way radio 
completing the electronic pro- 
tection umbrella when it came 
into general use for law en- 
forcement in the 1°20's. 

In the early days, people 
in trouble might have had to 
run miles to the nearest phone, 
to call for help, but now, with 
every home telephone equipped, 
help in case of emergency is 
at arm's length. Without the 
telephone, crime would ob- 
viously run rampart, and the 
crime statistics we abhor to- 
day would be infinitesimal by 
comparison, 

Still, some people are re- 
luctant to use their phone to 
report crimes in progress, 
when the crime involves others, 
and some take satisfaction in 
calling the police with every 
small suspicion. There is a 
fine line between real and im- 
agined emergencies 

In some areas of the coun- 
try, in broad daylight, entire 
homes have been emptied of 
contents by thieves posing as 
furniture delivery men. Neigh- 
bors, when asked if they hadn't 
noticed what was taking place 
replied they were not aware 
that the victims were not at 
home, though often victims had 
been on vacation weeks. Had 
the victims notified neighbors 
of their intended absence, a 
phone call to police would pro- 
bably have resulted, and catch- 
ing the criminals in the act 
would have been possible. 

In a quiet neighborhood 
a house suddenly erupts with 
loud noise and arguements, au- 
dible half a block away. A 
party gets out of hand a fight 
results. The uproar continues 
for 30 minutes, but no neigh- 
bor calls the police. When it 
is over, two people are dead 
from a shotgun blast. Can't 
happen in your neighborhood?

For the 
most party, yes. But when a 
telephone call to police could 
bring immediate and much 
needed assistance for yourself 
or a neighbor--friend or not-- 
then logically that call should 
be made. Waiting for the first 
gunshot may be too late. 

If you live alone, especial- 
ly if you are elderly, your te- 
lephane 1s your constant com- 
panion and friendly guardian. 
Don't hesitate to use it when 
you or a neighbor may be 
getting into a tight or danger- 
ous situation. No one will tag 
you a ‘‘busybody’’ for calling 
police when you are legitimate- 
ly concerned over any matter 
that may need our attention. 


It does happen. One telephone 
call to police might have pre- 
vented such needless deaths! 
Should you call the nearest 
law enforcement agency if you 
are not absolutely certain 
something is amiss? If your 
personal makeup tends toward 
an overactive imagination, and 
“emergencies’’ seemingly arise 
almost daily, talk with another 
family member or neighbor be- 
fore calling frequently; get a- 
nother opinion. Otherwise make 
it a rule to call police when 
anything that might need their 
attention seems to be taking 
place. We would rather check- 
out ten calis that turn out to 
be nothing, than to miss one 
that, if unreported, might mean 
‘he loss of life or property.

Rabies Outbreak Feared In Elba 


After Rabid Coon Killed Near Airport 


Dr. Phillip H. Hamm, a 
local veterinarian, reported 
this week that tests have re- 
vealed that a racoon killed last 
week at the home of Mr. Ho- 
ward Bohannon was infected 
with rabies. 

Dr. Hamm sent the remains 
of the animal to the State De- 
partment of Public Health in 
Montgomery, and released the 
results of the tests this week. 

There were two reports 
of racoons attacking pets last 
Wednesday night, but only one 
racoon was killed. 

Mrs. Ann Whitman, wholives 


on the Opp Highway, reported 
her three-month old Bulldog 
puppy was attacked by a racoon 
on the patio of her home. Mrs. 
Whitman beat the racoon off 
the dog, and reported the coon 
ran into the woods. 

Mr. Howard Bohannon, who 
lives on the Airport Road, re- 
ported his dog and cats had 
been noisy all night, andwhen 
Mrs. Bohannon went outside 
the following morning a ra- 
coon ran toward her, Mrs. 
Bohannon ran into her home 
and telephoned a neighbor, who 
killed the animal.

man's dog was pul to sleep 


while all of Mr Hohannons 
pets were penned up The ani- 
mals must remain caged for 
six months, the incubation pe- 
riod for rabies. 

In an interview with THE 
ELBA CLIPPER, Dr Hamm 
stated, ‘‘All dogs in the area 
that haven't been vaccianted 
should be brought in im- 
mediately. People who own 
pets that have recently been 
vaccinated should bring them in

coons in the area, and urged 
iocal residents to check their 
dogs and other pets for signs 
of a recent fight 

“T suspect that in two or 
three weeks, there will be re- 
ports of rabid dogs in the a- 
rea,’ said Hamm 
tice any change in your pet, 
you should take it to your vet 
as soon as possible ' 

Dr. Hamm urges all pet 
owners to have their pets vac- 
cinated ‘as soon as possible!
